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Diet of Bitterness 











Condemned already to a life-time of disil- 

lusionment and bitterness, they will never have 
the privilege of being well-adjusted, happy grown-ups. 
They will, instead, grow up to be critical, cynical, 
gloomy individuals. Then, in the end, they will become 
bitter because the good things of life seem to pass 
them by. I mean such good things as real friends, 
the respect of their fellow men, peace of mind, and 
the strength of simple faith. 

Naturally, there will be a few hardy souls among 
them with such irrepressibly happy dispositions and 
such rare good sense that they will escape this con- 
demnation of bitterness. But not many. Most of them 
will become bitter early in life, and thereafter bitter- 
ness will lead to more bitterness. 


These are the children whose parents feed them on 
a constant diet of criticism and fault-finding; whose 
breakfast table is a place of rancor and not of joy 
and happiness. Without restraint or consideration 
their tongues thrust and cut and slash person after 
person, criticizing, ridiculing, blaming, accusing. 
Often this critical attitude is born more of irres- 
ponsibility than of actual hatred. It will nonetheless, 
have its evil effect. 


No person, especially a young person, fed on such 
a diet of resentfulness and bitterness can easily es- 
cape its consequences. 


I am afraid all of us would be astonished if we 
could know how many parents poison the minds and 
undermine the faith of their children by their loose 
talk about the faults of others. A resentful or critical 
teacher will have the same effect on his or her class 
in the Sunday School. The boys and girls cannot grow 
up to have a healthy respect for their fellow men 
when they are stuffed every Sunday morning with a 
diet of bitterness. A cynical or bitter pastor will, like- 
wise, poison the minds of his congregation. They will 
eventually mirror his resentful attitude as he gives 
voice to his peeves and dislikes about his officials, 
about the Church in general, or about other indivi- 
duals. Observation leads me to believe that the prac- 
tice of careless fault-finding is extremely widespread. 


G cana CHILDREN just don’t have a chance. 


THE EMBITTERING process takes many 
forms. Certainly the most prevalent form is that of 
idle, but critical, chatter. Sitting around their living 


& room, the parents will criticize the church or the 


pastor, or the neighbors, or friends. Around the table 
at mealtime, in the family car, or even after the 
family has retired at night, the parents give vent to 
their resentment and objections. The children hear 
this and absorb the poison of it. Whether you speak to 
them directly, or they merely overhear your conver- 
sation, those young ones will gradually become sus- 
picious, fault-finding, and cynical themselves. Fed 
such a constant diet, your child cannot long retain 
his respect for human dignity and worth. 


When you parents destroy or reduce your pastor, 
your neighbor, or your friend in the eyes of your 
child, just remember that you may, at the same time, 
destroy your child. Soon he will begin to disdain the 
very one who might have had the greatest influence 
on his soul. How can your pastor or your friend help 
your child in time of need when you have already 
planted in that child’s heart the poisonous seeds of 
disdain, ridicule, and doubt. You may not have meant 
a great deal of harm, but the harm is done neverthe- 
less. 


In later life you may then wonder why your child 
is sarcastic, why he makes fun of gospel preaching, 
why he has complexes and is a resentful, disagreeable 
soul. 


A MORE VICIOUS form of criticism is that 
which includes suspicion. It is no longer simple fault- 
finding concerning a person’s habits or mannerisms or 
the like, but now it touches character and life. Add 
an evil mind to a loose tongue and you will soon 
have trouble. You may think that what you say in 
your own home or around your own table does not 
matter, but one day you will see what havoc you 
have wrought. 


Viler still are backbiting and slander, which fol- 
low close behind. At this point, actually hatred enters 
the picture. Have you ever seen the twisted sneer of 
hatred? I have. Or perhaps it is only the thin-drawn 
lip of bitterness. Whatever your hatred does to you 
personally, you may be sure that your child, your 
pupil, or your member will catch the full venom of it. 


Why are some so quick to criticize, so glad to 
ridicule? Why are they so bitter? 

Some become bitter because they feel that they have 
had a “raw deal.” They feel that they have not been

N THE DAY OF THE early 
Yg church the emphasis was on

Life expectancy has increased, 
and we are bombarded constantly 
with statistics telling us how long 
the average man lives and how long 
the span of life here on earth has 
increased. Consequently, there is 
little thought about the coming of 
the Lord or our dying.

The only thing I thought about 
was, “I’ll preach until the Lord 
comes; and if He does not come be- 
fore I die, my whole intention is 
to die in the harness, preaching the 
gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ and 
carrying on His work.” Now, most 
of us make plans for retirement 
and life here on this earth after 
we retire. May I point out to you 
how this suggestion has come to 
us, which, I am afraid, has cooled 
off our ardor for witnessing unto 
the uttermost. 

It has been a little less than 
thirty years ago that our govern- 
ment, concerned about the welfare 
of our aged, instituted a social se- 
curity program for the people in 
order that they might live with 
some sort of security in their de- 
clining years of life. Our church 
began to think along that line, and 
came up later with a pension plan 
for the ministers. Thank God for 
it! I’m glad we have it. It has 
been and will continue to be a 
blessing to ministers. A little later 
the government opened the plan 
that enabled ministers to enroll in 
the social security plan. Now the 
reason I am mentioning all of these 
is that they implant in our minds 
the idea that the coming of the 
Lord is a little further off than it 
actually is, and that we are going 
to live a little longer than we had 
originally planned on. With longer 
life and with the pushing in the 
background the coming of the Lord, 
there is a lessening of this urgency 
of witnessing unto the uttermost. 


ANOTHER THING that 
is hindering the church from wit- 
nessing unto the uttermost is the 
fact that we have become too con- 
cerned with temporal things in this 
life. In too many hearts today, in- 
stead of the sign of the cross, the 
important thing is the dollar sign. 
I’ve heard of some ministers who 
give more time to business on the 
side than the preaching of the gos- 
pel of the Lord Jesus Christ. In a 
recent speech Governor Leroy Col- 
lins, of Florida, said, “Dollar signs 
have been exalted over decency, 
and we have consistently over- 
looked the fact that to neglect to 
do right can be just as grave and 
sinful as to do wrong.” May we 
pray, “God forgive us for neglecting 
to put first things first, and let the 
sign of the cross be the important 
thing in our lives, that this gospel 
may be preached unto the utter- 
most.” 

This neglect of spiritual matters 
is not confined to the ministry 
alone. It extends to the laity as 
well, for many of our lay mem- 
bers have become so enamored 
with the wealth of this world that 
they have neglected their spiritual 
life, their church attendance, and 
the things which should be para- 
mount in our lives. 

Paul writing to the Thessaloni- 
ans reminds us of this very thing. 
In 1 Thessalonians 4:11, 12, “And 
that ye study to be quiet, and to 
do your own business, and to work 
with your own hands, as we com- 
manded you; that ye may walk 














honestly toward them that are 
without, and that ye may have 
lack of nothing.” Now Paul was 
concerned about them, and he was 
sincere that they may have the 
good things of life. In fact, his 
desire was that they may have 
lack of nothing. 


But along with this concern for 
their temporal affairs, he imme- 
diately follows with this admoni- 
tion, and I quote from the same 
chapter, beginning with verse 13 
and reading through 18, “But I 
would not have you to be ignorant, 
brethren, concerning them which 
are asleep, that ye sorrow not, even 
as others which have no hope. For 
if we believe that Jesus died and 
rose again, even so them also 
which sleep in Jesus will God bring 
with him. For this we say unto 
you by the word of the Lord, that 
we which are alive and remain 
unto the coming of the Lord shall 
not prevent them which are asleep. 
For the Lord himself shall descend 
from heaven with a shout, with 
the voice of the archangel, and 
with the trump of God: and the 
dead in Christ shall rise first: 
Then we which are alive and re- 
main shall be caught up together 
with them in the clouds, to meet 
the Lord in the air: and so shall 
we ever be with the Lord. Where- 
fore comfort one another with these 
words.” “Though I wish you to 
prosper in these temporal things,” 
says Paul, “I must remind you that 
the coming of the Lord is near at 
hand, and this business of witness- 
ing unto the uttermost is the 
most important thing in our lives 
today.” 


IT IS not so popular 
today to talk about death. People 
do not want to hear about it. But 
this generation is living in closer 
proximity to death than any other 
generation ever before. We are 
right on the verge of the world’s 
destroying itself. And yet, people 
do not want to hear about death. 
Knowing that we are living next 
door to death and that time is 
fast running out, we should wit- 
ness unto the uttermost this won- 
derful story of Jesus Christ. 


This witnessing unto the utter- 


é most has also been hindered be- 


cause many times selfish interests 
have predominated in the lives of 
many instead of compassion for 
souls. “‘What’s in it for me?” seems 
to be the pressing question rather 
than, “What can I do to help wit- 
ness to the lost and dying?” “Is 
this church you are going to assign 
me a promotion? Is it a better one 
than I had before?” Another says, 
“I can’t afford to go there. That’s 
not a living for me. I can’t make 
car payments on my 1960 model 
car at that church.” When one pro- 
poses that our educational program 
in the Church of God needs the 
undergirding of the financial 
strength of our local church mem- 
bers and our preachers, an imme- 
diate hue and cry is raised that 
we can’t afford to give a dollar 
to help Lee College. Or, when the 
cause of the “Forward in Faith” 
broadcast is presented and the min- 
isters and members are asked to 
pledge a dollar a month for a year, 
such a sacrifice is unheard of. They 
couldn’t afford to do that. When 
the missions program is presented, 


and they are asked to give a little 
more than they ordinarily give, 
they feel outraged because they are 
asked to support this program. 
When our people spend more for 
the TV guide, secular magazines, 
newspapers, and the like, than they 
will invest in Christ-centered, 
church-sponsored, church-repre- 
senting literature, oh, my brother, 
we can never go unto the utter- 
most. We must become willing to 
spend and be spent for the gospel 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Witnessing unto the uttermost is 
sometimes hindered because the vi- 
sion of our soon-coming King, our 
Lord and Saviour, is obscured by 
the dazzle of pleasures that are 
here at hand. If I am true to my 
calling as a minister of the gospel 
of Jesus Christ, I, as a preacher 
in the Church of God and a 
preacher of old-time holiness, must 
warn you that we must fight 
against this encroachment of the 
love of pleasures in our church. 
Places we would not think of going 
to in years past have become com- 
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mon-place habitats, not only of the 
members but of ministers of the 
gospel. The golf courses claim 
many an hour of the ministers 
and members. Baseball diamonds 
are frequented by our ministers 
and church membership. Bowling 
alleys are absorbing a lot of time 
preachers spend in pleasure. 
Churches are chartering skating 
rinks to entertain and to hold. 
There are a few who spend far 
more time in these places of 
amusement than they spend in 
preaching and praying. O God, 
help us to return to this com- 
mission of the Lord Jesus Christ 
to witness unto the uttermost. 


UNTO THE uttermost” 
too often suggests the far distant 
horizon and the dim future. Bur 
Jesus Christ Himself said, “... Lift 
up your eyes, and look on the 
fields; for they are white already 
to harvest,” John 4:35.

But we are not keeping up with 
this tremendous increase of pop- 
ulation with a proportionate in- 
crease of our witnessing. 


The U.S. News and World Re- 
port in June listed some of the 
fastest growing cities in the last 
ten years. They are here in the 
United States, near where you live. 
I mention some that were named: 
San Diego, California; Sacramento, 
California; Seattle, Washington; 
Denver, Colorado; San Antonio, 
Texas; El Paso, Texas; Tampa, 
Florida; Memphis, Tennessee; and 
Atlanta, Georgia. These cities have 
grown on an average of from 20 
per cent to 100 per cent in ten 
years. We have not taken advan- 
tage of the opportunities of wit- 
nessing unto the uttermost round 
about our doors. Our churches have 
not grown accordingly. Too many 
today are content to “put the pro- 
gram over,” or to say, “I haven’t 
lost any ground; I’m holding my 
own.” God help us! That is not 
enough. He has called us to wit- 
ness unto the uttermost; and, with 
the population growth of this 
country, we must take advantage 
of witnessing unto the uttermost 
and getting the Church of God in 
every vicinity. 

Christ said, “The children of this 
world are in their generation wiser 
than the children of light.” Depart- 
ment stores, grocery stores, and 
places of business are not content 
to stay in the cities and wait for 
everybody to come to their doors; 
but they are putting up shopping 
centers and going out where the 
people are, into the suburban areas.

The Yearbook of Churches 
of 1960 gives some statistics that 
should alarm us. The total church 
membership (mark, I said member- 
ship—n ot born-again Christians, 
but nominal membership) in all 
churches in the United States is 
equal to only 63 per cent of the 
population of the _ continental 
United States. Thirty-seven per 
cent of the population of the 
United States still needs to hear 
the gospel of Jesus Christ and to 
receive real, old-time Holy Ghost 
salvation. The total Protestant 
bodies in the United States re- 
ported a gain of only 2.8 per cent 
over the past year. The percentage 
of total population now of Prot- 
estants in the United States is only 
35.5 per cent. Where the Protes- 
tants only gained 2.8 per cent, the 
Roman Catholics, over the same 
period of time, gained 10 per cent, 
and the percentage now of Roman 
Catholics in the United States 
amounts to 22.8 per cent of the 
total population.

The 1958-’59 
statistics reveal a total membership 
of over 109 million members in all

The growth of Catholi- 
cism and of Jehovah’s Witnesses, 
Mormonism and Adventism is proof 
that people are grasping after 
something to give them consolation 
in these trying times. God grant 
that we will be anointed anew with 
power from on high to witness unto 
the uttermost.

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witnessing to the lost and to the 
dying. The Yearbook of Churches 
of 1960 gives some statistics that 
should alarm us. The total church 
membership (mark, I said member- 
ship—n ot born-again Christians, 
but nominal membership) in all 
churches in the United States is 
equal to only 63 per cent of the 
population of the _ continental 
United States. Thirty-seven per 
cent of the population of the 
United States still needs to hear 
the gospel of Jesus Christ and to 
receive real, old-time Holy Ghost 
salvation. The total Protestant 
bodies in the United States re- 
ported a gain of only 2.8 per cent 
over the past year. The percentage 
of total population now of Prot- 
estants in the United States is only 
35.5 per cent. Where the Protes- 
tants only gained 2.8 per cent, the 
Roman Catholics, over the same 
period of time, gained 10 per cent, 
and the percentage now of Roman 
Catholics in the United States 
amounts to 22.8 per cent of the 
total population. 


Let me give you a clearer picture 
of our opportunity of witnessing 
here in the homeland. The 1958-’59 
statistics reveal a total membership 
of over 109 million members in all 
religious groups—Protestants, 
Catholics, Jew, Moslem, Taoist, 
Buddhist, Hindu, etc. In addition 
to the aforementioned 109 million 
religious people, there are 63,816,- 
259 who profess NO religion— 
Christian or heathen. Over 63 mil- 
lion here at our own doors are 
dying to hear this wonderful story 
of Jesus. God help us to grasp this 
opportunity of witnessing unto the 
uttermost. 


What a privilege is ours to live 
in this day, to have and enjoy the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost. We 
pride ourselves in claiming this 
Holy Ghost baptism as a present- 
day experience with a present- 
day enduement of power. Mark 
you, that as the privileges, so also 
is the obligation. As surely as we 
claim the present-day experience 
of the baptism of the Holy Ghost, 
so surely must we assume the ob- 
ligation of witnessing unto the ut- 
termost this wonderful experience 
that is ours. 


The early church had four marks 
that set them apart from everybody 
else in the world. (1) They con- 
tinued in the apostles’ doctrine. (2) 
They continued in fellowship one 
with another. (3) They continued 
with the breaking of bread. (I can 
imagine this means the Lord’s Sup- 
per and the washing of the saints’ 
feet.) (4) They continued in 
prayers. As a further observation, 
I would have you notice that the 
early church carried on its preach- 
ing, and with the preaching came 
also persecution. But following per- 
secution were the prayers of the 
saints of God that ascended unto 
heaven. These resulted in powerful 
service rendered by the saints of 
God and perpetual growth of the 
church of the living God.

No 
greater task can be set forth for 
any human being on the face of the 
earth. No greater job can possess 
the time and thought of any mor- 
tal. No greater position, honor or 
prominence can be set forth than 
this task which the Lord has im- 
posed upon His followers. 

This responsibility of witnessing 
unto the uttermost cannot be 
shifted to the shoulders of anoth- 
er. It is your responsibility. Oral 
Roberts, T. L. Osborn, Billy Gra- 
ham, or any of these other great 
evangelists cannot do what God 
intended you to do. “Ye shall be 
witnesses unto the uttermost.” No 
one else can discharge this. You 
are obligated. You, my brother, 
have upon your shoulders this tre- 
mendous task. It cannot be shifted.

ULY 4-10 WERE seven days 

long to be remembered by ap- 

proximately 10,000 delegates 

to the North Carolina Camp 
Meeting.

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Criswell Cites Kennedy 
Elecetion as End to Free 
Church 


DALLAS (EP)—If Democrat nom- 
inee Sen. John F. Kennedy is 
elected to the presidency of the 
United States, it could “spell the 
death of a free church in a free 
state.” So warned the pastor of the 
world’s largest Southern Baptist 
Church in a recent Sunday sermon. 

Kennedy’s election, said W. A. 
Criswell, pastor of the First Baptist 
Church of Dallas, would kill “all 
hopes of continued full religious 
liberty in America.” 

“If Kennedy is nominated and 
elected,” said the 50-year-old min- 
ister, it would inevitably open the 
door for a United States ambas- 
sador to the Roman Catholic 
Church, tax support for Catholic 
schools, and finally the recognition 
of the Roman church above all 
others.” 

Supporting his thesis, Criswell 
pointed to a recent article in 
Osservatore Romano, official Va- 
tican newspaper, which declared: 
“The church has full power of 
jurisdiction over all the faithful 
and hence has the duty to guide 
and direct them on the plane of 
ideas and action. The church has 
the duty and the right to intervene 
even in the political field. A Cath- 
olic can never prescind the teach- 
ings and directives of the church.” 

Criswell has been pastor of the 
12,000-member First Baptist Church 
of Dallas for the past 16 years. 


“Surprisingly High’ Number 
of Delinquents Said to Be 
Church-goers 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP)—Must 
churches accept some share of the 
blame for today’s juvenile delin- 
quency problem? A Yale psychia- 
trist and a Protestant minister did 
not hesitate to say so at the recent 
White House Conference on Chil- 
dren and Youth. 

A “surprisingly high” number of 
delinquents are regular church- 
goers, maintained Dr. Milton J. E. 
Senn, director of the Child Study 
Center at Yale University. He sug- 
gested that many young people are 
turning away from organized reli- 
gion because churches emphasize 
“easy psychological adjustment 
rather than creative religious be- 
havior.” 

Rev. John N. Berger, director of 
the Youth Guidance Center of the 
Council of Churches of Greater 
Houston (Texas), declared that 
“the church has not been a signifi- 
cant force in the life of most ju- 
venile offenders.” 

“At present,” said Mr. Berger, 
“it is the unusual church that has 
studied seriously the problems and 
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needs of youth in conflict and 
that has developed a strategy and 
program that actually touches their 
lives significantly.” 


East Berlin Threatens Billy 
Graham With Arrest 


BERLIN, Germany (EP)—If 
American Evangelist Billy Graham 
enters the Communist sector of 
Berlin to hold a meeting, he will be 
arrested, says Waldemar Schmidt, 
deputy mayor of East Berlin. 

Graham is scheduled to speak 
in Essen and Hamburg this fall 
and will speak nightly from Sept. 
26 to Oct. 2 in West Berlin. The 
threat of arrest erupted when the 
local committee sought permission 
to hold one service in East Berlin. 

Mayor Schmidt said he refused 
Graham’s entry because “hysteri- 
cal mass psychosis is not desired in 
socialist countries” and because 
“the wandering preacher, as a tool 
of the West, inserts political utter- 
ances in his mass meetings.” 

The Billy Graham office in Ber- 
lin now has on file 700 volunteer 
counsellors. These recruits will be 
trained this month. Some 600 per- 
sonal workers are needed each 
night. 


Indian Church Yields 
Catacombs Secret 

NEW DELHI, India (EP)—Ar- 
chaeologists have uncovered a large 
number of catacombs under a 


church at Agra, 120 miles from 
New Delhi. e geways, re- 
portedly the only subterranean 


structures of their kind in India, 
lie under a church built by the 
Indian ruler Akbar for his Chris- 
tian wife Miriam more than 400 
years ago. 

Located near the Taj Mahal, the 
church was constructed by Italian 
and Indian craftsmen, as was the 
Taj itself. The controversial figure 
Mirza Zulkaran of Indian history 
is believed to have tunneled out 


‘the catacombs. He is said to be an 


illegitimate son of Akbar. 


Historians speculate that Zul- 
karan built the catacombs to hide 
escaped Christian slaves during the 
reign of Shah Jehan, builder of the 
Taj Mahal. 


Urge Prayer for Mr. K 

CINCINNATI, O. (EP)—How long 
has it been since you prayed for 
Nikita Khrushchev? That may 
seem like a strange question in- 
deed and may pose all sorts of 
psychological blocks for the aver- 
age Christian, but United Evangeli- 
cal Action, (official organ of the 
National Association of Evangeli- 
cals) in its current issue argues 
“the man whose nation has spread 
Communism through a third of 
the world’s population could be 
used by God to teach Christianity 
instead of Communism and to ex- 
alt Christ instead of Marx.” 

The article pointed out that 
praying specifically for Khrush- 
chev’s destruction would “not ne- 
cessarily honor God,” and that the 
only worthy prayer for him is “for 
the redemption of a lost soul” and 
“for the light of the Gospel to il- 
luminate his darkened mind and 
heart.” 

“We can forget that he is a 
dictator, an enemy of democracy, 
and an avowed atheist,” the article 
reminded. “We can remember that 
he is a man for whom Christ died. 
If Khrushchev would become aware 
that his opponents in the cold war 
were constantly praying for him, 
he might follow in the path of 
Saul of Tarsus.” 


Red China Churches Continue; 
Pastors’ Lot Hard, Says 
Refugee 

HONG KONG (EP)—News of the 
Church in Red China has been 
leaked to sources in Hong Kong 
indicating that some of the country 
churches near a former China In- 
land Mission station are still hold- 
ing regular services, although the 
pastors are unable to take part in 
the worship. A refugee recently 
brought word from Communist 
China stating that one pastor was 




















called up for questioning again and 
again to force him to admit se- 
cret dealings with Americans. But 
the pastor refused to yield, was 
cross-examined for seven days in 
a row and finally, exhausted, he 
dropped dead. 

Red Chinese are victims of a con- 
stant government propaganda bar- 
rage, observers say, resulting in the 
Oe of allegiance to old deities 
which is being replaced with wor- 
ship of Mao Tze-tung as the “lib- 
erator.” Some say Mao has sur- 
passed in status the personal pow- 
er Joseph Stalin once had and has 
reached the pinnacle of prestige in 
the Communist world once oc- 
cupied by Lenin himself. 


Catholic Publications in 


U. S. Hit Circulation High 

NEW YORK (EP)—During 1959, 
Catholic newspaper and magazine 
circulation in the United States 
reached a record high of 25,932,461 
—a gain of 1,658,489 over the pre- 
vious year’s total. 

The increase was reported in the 
1960 Catholic Press Directory, pub- 
lished here by the Catholic Press 
Association. 

Main contributor to the circula- 
tion climb, the Directory showed, 
were 444 Catholic magazines with 
a net gain of 1,550,747 readers in 
1959 for a total of 21, 318,858. The 
131 Catholic newspapers in the 
U.S. registered 4,613,603—a gain of 
107,742 over the previous year. 

The increase in circulation “dra- 
matically demonstrates the vitality 
of the Catholic press,” said Father 
Albert J. Nevins, Maryknoll priest 
and president of the Catholic Press 
Association. “America’s Catholic 
publications have room for diver- 
gence of opinion,” he said, “and 
this is a very healthy situation 
which is reflected in the ‘circula- 
tion boom’ during 1959.” 


Judd Challenges Youth to 
Dedication 

WINONA LAKE, Ind. (EP)—Ad- 
dressing a youth rally here, Re- 
publication Convention speaker 


Walter Judd (Rep.-Minn.) told the 
young people that they need a 
“great cause” to challenge them if 
they are going to help keep the 
world free. 

Speaking at the second day of 
the Youth for Christ International 
Convention, Judd gave three areas 
where Americans must go to work 
if they want to deepen and enrich 
their free way of life: (1) a better 
understanding of other people in 
the world, especially the Commun- 
ists; (2) a better understanding of 
ourselves and our heritage of lib- 
erty; and (3) a deeper commit- 
ment of the heart and life to the 
truth we believe. 

“Our boys die in battles because 
we are just plain ignorant,” the 
speaker said. “We have got to 
study other peoples. We will never 
overcome Communism by out- 
waiting them. We must under- 
stand them and act accordingly.” 

He told several thousand dele- 
gates, many of them teen-agers, 
that power comes from dedication 
to a great idea. The only alter- 
natives in the world today are 
youth for Communism or youth 
living for Christ. 

Congressman Judd continued “If 
the chief end of life is to have 
fun, we are in trouble! You need 
to be captured by a cause greater 
than yourself.” 


Cuba Reported More Open 
to Evangelicals 

HAVANA, Cuba (EP)—Never be- 
fore in its 400-year history has 
Cuba been so friendly toward the 
ministry of evangelicals. 

This word was flashed to the Los 
Angeles (Calif.) headquarters of 
the World Gospel Crusades by its 
president, Dr. B. H. Pearson, who 
is currently in “Castroland” aid- 
ing some 700 Cuban pastors in a 
campaign to put gospel literature 
into every home. 

“For many years the Roman 
Catholic church has had firm con- 
trol here,” Dr. Pearson is quoted 
as saying, “but now the tables are 
turned. Premier Fidel Castro has 
succeeded in loosening the grip of 
the Catholic Church on his coun- 


try, and now evangelicals are 
preaching the gospel in parks and 
in open-air meetings and are en- 
joying liberty such as they have not 
known for many years.” 

A Cuban pastor told the WGC 
office: ‘Don’t believe all you read 
in the United States papers. You 
won’t find out about the true pic- 
ture from them. You hear only one 
side—the inroads Communism is 
making. We are thanking God for 
the freedom He has given us to 
preach the gospel. We must hurry, 
because we don’t know how long we 
have to work.” 

World Gospel Crusades, serving 
with Christian Literature, Inc., has 
already provided more than 300,- 
000 Gospel portions and hopes to 
send one million to the island re- 
public this summer—the amount 
needed for the “Every Home” 
Crusade. 


Colombian Clergy Slanders 
Missionary 


The Roman Catholic clergy of 
Colombia, finding it inadvisable to 
resort to physical violence under 
the present regime, have engaged 
in a vicious campaign of slander 
against Dr. James Goff, director 
of the Presbyterian school in Bar- 
ranquilla and reporter for the 
Evangelical Confederation of Co- 
lombia. 

By means of radio, printed fliers 
and national magazines Father 
Francisco Soto, Father Florencio 
Alvarez, S. J., and others are call- 
ing Dr. Goff the “champion de- 
famer” of Colombia, a “rabid Prot- 
estant,” a “boisterous spirit” who 
is occupied in a “criminal labor.” 
With such accusations Father 
Francisco Soto of Barranquilla and 
others have distributed a petition 
which asks the Attorney General 
to prosecute the missionary for 
libel against the Roman Catholic 
Church. 

No action has been taken by the 
Attorney General, but the Catho- 
lic press has fabricated and cir- 
culated reports that legal action
